On one occasion When the question of 
amendment came to a roll call the vote 
stood thirty-two to twenty-six, the latter 
representing the administration forces. As 
one of the thirty-two explained the situation: 

“They had us licked yesterday, but we 
licked them today. We circulated the peti- 
tion and got our forces lined up. The 
changes in the bill do not represent com- 
promises. They represent defeats for the 
other fellows. The trouble is over now and 
the bill will pass as it stands.” 


| Threaten an Explosion. 

The administration forces assert that if 
there is any more trouble there will be an 
explosion, The changes made in the bill 
are as follows: ; 
A pro rata scheme by which the delegates 
pere to be assigned to state candidates when 
nomination by direct majority vote in the 
primaries had falled was knocked out. In- 
stead of this it was provided that if no nom- 
ination be made by direct majority vote of 
the people the candidates for governor shall 
be given the delegates of such counties as 
they may carry by majority vote. 

Counties which are not carried by ma- 
jority vote for any candidate for governor 
shall go to the state convention unpledged. 

Delegates for senatorial conventions are 
to be selected by county conventions. 


Country Bosses Gain a Change. 

Delegates in county conventions outside of 
Cook county are to be elected by plurality 
vote in the primary districts. If the county 
candidate shall receive a plurality in any 
primary district of his county he receives 
“the delegates of that district. If he gets 
a plurality in a majority of the districts he 
controls the county convention. A candidate 
working behind the county candidate and 
using his list of delegates to the county con- 
vention can secure control of the county con- 
vention by a plurality vote, and this county 
convention thus secured selects the delegates 
to the state convention. 

In this last provision the fine Italian hand 
of the country bosses is said to be visible. 
It is possibile to secure control of the county 
with a small proportion of the vote. It has 
been figured that two-fifths of the total vote 
will give a candidate control of the county 
and through the county convention the con- 
trol of the state delegates. 


z Win but Leave Cook Alone.

ENDS ITS CITY OWNERSHIP. 


Water and Light Plants. 


HAS 8 YEARS’ EXPERIENCE. 


Depreciation Is $60,000, So Edison 


One municipal ownership experiment. came 


to an end last night when the La Grange vil- 


lage board voted to sell the suburb’s electric 
light and water plant to the Chicago Edison 

Although a protest signed by 100 citizens’ 
was presented the trustees voted 5 to 1 to get 
out from under their burden at once. The 
100 citizens wanted action postponed to per- 
mit further discussion, but the board refused. 
The village, the trustees said, had been stag- 
gering under its self-assumed load for three 
years, finding municipal ownership a greater 
burden each month, and the time had come 
to act. They acted. 


Story of the t. 

In 1902 the properties sold last night were 
controlled by the La Grange Water, Light 
and Power company. Then they were sold 
to the village, which agreed to take over 
the principal and interest of the $260,000 in 
bonds outstanding. For a time affairs ran 
smoothly and municipal ownership was de- 
clared a success in La Grange. Recently, 
however, conditions have gone from bad to 
worse and both private citizens and trustees 
agreed that some action was necessary to 
lessen the cost of maintaining the plants or 
to transfer the ownership so the burden 
would not be so heavy on the taxpayers. 


Deterioration Is Rapid. 

The plants have deteriorated to such an ex- 
tent, it has been asserted at board meet- 
ings, that $60,000 or $60,000 would have to 
be expended to put them in proper condi- 
tion. The village had no funds with which 
to do this Work, the interest on the plants’ 
bonded indebtedness being already a severe 
burden. The board, after several meetings 
held to discuss the question, announced that 
it could sell the plants to a private cor- 
poration which would be willing to expend 
the sum necessary for their rehabilitation. 

Then a controversy arose whether the 
plants should be sold or should be permitted, 
through nonpayment of interest, to revert 
to the control of the bondholders, and thence 
into the control of a receiver.. Those who 
last night the sale deciared the 
$260,000 bonded ess was three times 
the actual value of the properties. A num- 
ber favored a receivership and readjustment 
of the finances. 


Edison Company Pays $1. 

By the terms of the sale the Edison com- 
pany pays the village $1, assumes the debt, 
and agrees to make the necessary improve- 
ments, for which the village had no funds. 

Albert H. Meads, member of the La 
Grange Citizens’ association, and an attor- 
ney in Chicago, said: 

*The citizens opposed the plan on the 
ground that if the Edison company is given 
control we believe the rates will be increased 
probably 80 per cent.” 

Trustee Stevens of the board declared he 
did not believe electric light rates would be 
increased, but admitted that possibly there 
would be a slight increase in the water rates. 


Rogers Park Water Rates. 
Official denial was made yestérday by the 
Rogers Park Water company that it 
charges from 50 to 60 cents a thousand gal- 
lons for water when the Chicago rate is from 
4 to 10 cents. “The rates charged by the 
water company,” sald N. A. Partridge, its at- 
torney, “are no higher than average rates 
charged by other water works for the same 
service.”

Negro Hating Governor of Missis- | 
 sippi Pleads for Black. 


OFFERS $500 FOR HIM ALIVE. 


Militia Ordered Ont, but Little Chance’ 
at Prevénting Lynching. 


Jackson, Miss., Feb. 24, 1 a, m. -I 
While hundreds of white men are systemat- 
ically searching the homes of every negro in 
the city, hunting for a black who assaulted 
a young white woman, with the avowed n- 
tention of burning him to death, Gov. Varda- 
man is working with all the frenzy of his 
impetuous nature to prevent a lynching in the 
capital city of the state. 

When the news of the crime reached him he 
hurried from the executive mansion, and call- 
ing on the most Influential men in the city to 
save it from disgrace, began a frenzied effort 
to thwart the mob.

Governor Pleads for the Law. 

The govérnor sent his friends all over the 
town as emissaries of law and order, telling 
them to plead with every man they met to 
allow the law to take its course. . 

Then he started on a personal campaign. 
Charging up and down the main street he 
expostulated with every group of men on 
the corners and used every argument at his 
command to induce them to disperse. 

The governor soon saw his efforts were 
likely to prove unavailing and finally wen: 
with the rapidly increasing mob to the court- 
house, where, according to rumors, the young 
woman's assailant was under guard. The 
reports were unfounded, but the mob re- 
fused to believe the sheriff and began mak- 
ing threatening demonstrations. 

Gov. Vardaman, after imetructing the 
sheriff and his deputies to defend the pris- 
oner to the last if he should be brought to 
them, mounted the steps and began an im- 
passioned address. 


“Let the Law Take Its Course.” 

He declared the law provided fit and proper 
punishment for the crime in question, as- 
sured the citizens of Jackson that there 
would be no delay in carrying it into effect, 
and pleaded with them to “ allow the law to 
take its course.” 

“Capture the fiend,” eried he, shaking his 
black locks in the fervor of his excitement, 
“but bring him in alive; déliver him to 
officers of the law. 

“TI, myself, James K. Vardaman, governor 
of this sovereign state, which must not be 
disgraced in the eyes of the whole country, 
will pay $500 for the arrest of the negro— 
but he must be delivered alive to me or to the 
officers of Hinds county.” 

The governor's appeal was listened (to in 
silence and there is little chance of the gov- 
ernor’s reward being claimed. 


Militia Is Ordered Out. 

The local militia company has been ordered 
out, and under the governor's personal direc- 
tion will be used to protect the prisoner, if the 
officers get their bands on him ahead of the 
mob.

Guria an Important Center. 

Guria, the district which is reported to have 
revolted from Russian authority and estap- 
lished an insurgent government, at the 
eastern end of the Black sea, and includes 
the important port of Batoum, from which 
large quantities of grains and naphtha are 
exported. The population of the provines is 
75,000, of which 20,000 is in Batoum. 

The inhabitants of Guria, like other of the 
Caucasian districts, are among the world’s 
best fighters, and there are some still liv- 
ing who took part in the wonderful resist« 
ance offered the czar’s hosts by the tribal 
forces under Prince Schamyl from 1884 to 
1859, when, owtnumbered ten to one, they 
fought for twenty-five years. and killed 
many thousands of the soldiers the Russian 
government sent to subdue them. The men 
are, as a rule, over 6 feet tall, and they are 
bern fighters. 


1,000 VICTIMS AT BAKU. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNZ.] 

BAKU, Feb. 23.—The rioting and mass 
cring, which broke out here last Sunday, 
has continued for four days The total num- 
ber of casualties is unknown, but it is gen- 
erally thought they will not fall below 1.000. 
Whole faanilies have been dragged from their 
houses and murdered in the streets. 

Manager Adamoff of the naphtha refining 
works, with his wife and children, was burned 
to death. A legal official named Tatasof# 
and a bazaar owner named Lalajeff, and the 
latter's family are among those murdered. 

The excitement continues. The banks are 
carrying on business as usual, but they are 
protected by soldiers.

Order has been restored at Balakhany, but 
at Romany today strikers attacked two fac 
tories, and, as a result, thirty persone were 
killed or wounded. 


BOMBARDED BY WARSHIPS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 23.—Extremely 
alarming reports are current here concerning 
the situation at Batoum and Pott. It is Al- 
leged that some vessels of the Black sea 
squadron (Russian) have bombarded Poti. 

An English merchant who has just arrived 
here says he was obliged to fiee from Batoum, 
where his life was menaced by strikers and 
his office destroyed. This merchant says the 
authorities of Batoum are powerless. 

The strikers are all Georgians and are esti- 
mated to number 40,000. 

The steamship lines from Constantinople 
to Batoum have suspended service.

OF MRS. ‘WELKER-HOCH. 


‘Bigamist to Await Action of Grand 
et Bravado—Chemists Tell of Find- 
ing Arsenic in the Body of the

Johann Hoch was held to the grand jury 
| yesterday by the coroner’s jury to answer 
to the charge of causing the death by ar- 
sene poisoning of Mrs. Marie Welker-Hoch, 
next to the last wife of the confessed biga- 
mist. The man heard the verdict with a 
show of bravado. ; 
After hearing the testimony of the chem- 
ists who found arsenic in the post mortem 
examination, and of Dr. Joseph Reese, who 
attended Mrs. Hoch in her last fliness, the 
coroner's jury retired at 3:10 o'clock. In 
twenty-five mitiutes the six men returned 
with this verdict: an 

We the jury find that Marie Hoch, now lying 
dead at 6328 Cottage Grove avenue’... came 
to her death Jan. 12, 1905, in the house at 6430 
Union avenue from the effect of arsenic poisoning, 
and, from the testimony presented to us, we, the 
jury, believe said arsenic poison was administered 
to said Marie Hoch by one Johann Hoch. We, the 
jury, recommend that said Johann Höch be held 
to the grand jury until discharged by due process: 
of law. 
Hoch Shows No Nervousness. 


dict Hoch sat immediately in front of him in 
Judge Bishop’s courtroom in the Criminal! 
court building. With hic gaze fixed on the 
wall above the jury box the prisoner sat with 
head tilted back and lips parted. Aside from 
his fingering of the brim of his hat, which lay 
on the table at his side, he betrayed no sign 
of nervousness. | 
Come on,” said Hoch to the bailiff guard- 
him. Then he strode out of the courtroom 
by the jail entrance. Not until then, how- 
ever, did the crowd of spectators, which filled 


Hoch and his attorney, Isodore Plotke, met 
the testimony of the chemists with a smile. 
The statement of Prof. Haines of Rush Medi- 
cal college set forth that he found 7.6 grains 
of arsenic in the stomach of the woman. Dr. 
Lewke, coroner’s physician, said there was 
none of the poison in the embalming fluid. 


Defense Introduces No Testimony. 
“We shall introduce no evidence in de- 
tense at the inquest,“ said Attorney Plotke,, 
„but we are prepared to show that the body 
of Mrs. Hoth was embalmed with lethiform 
fluid, which contains both arsenic and ben- 
zoin. I have had the embalming fluid ana- 
lyzed, and find both of these poisons in it. 
“I do not care to state,” was the reply. 
Dr. Reese described the first days he at- 
tended Mrs. Hoch and of his telling Hoch a 
nurse would be necessary.

“T have $10,000 in the bank. Expenses are 
nothing to me.

GIVEN 10 


OMicial Report on Case Assigns Light 
and ‘Spacious Quarters te Youthful 
Master in Chancery; While Hervey 
W. Booth Is Allotted to “Tyne!” 
Intended tor omee Boys — Latter

3 James S. Hopkins, son of Senator A. 
J. Hopkins, recently appointed federal mas- 
ter in chancery, has been given the room he 
sought in the new federal building. Master 
Hervey W. Booth, according to the official 
report received yesterday from Washington, 
gets the tunnel.“ 

The room the government has been kind 
enough to give the senator's son was allotted 
originally to the late William M. Booth, mas- 
ter in chancery. On his death his brother, an 
attorney of twenty-five years’ experience, 
Was appointed to succeed him. While the 
influence of Se r Hopkins did not prove 
strong enough to defeat this appointment, it 
was sufficient to induce the fedéral judges to 
break the traditions of their office. Young 
Hopkins, just out of Northwestern law 
school, also was appointed. 


Young Hopkins “Gets Busy.” 

Almost his first official act was to apply for 
| the Booth suite of rooms on the seventh floor 
of the Postoffice building. Room 705 was 
commodious, light, and desirable from every 
standpoint for a United States chancery 
court. Room 775, adjoining it, was meant as 
an adjunct, a place where the office boys 
could loaf during dull hours, lighted only by 
two narrow windows. 

Mr. Hopkins, however, was not selfish. He 
did not wish to grab both rooms.. He put in 
his application merely for the larger. Later, 
the successor of William M. Booth wrote to 
the authorities at Washington, desiring to 
know whether the rooms allotted to the late 
master would revert to him. The official 
answer was signed by George O. von Nerta, 
superintendent of construction of the new 
building. 

Master Booth's former tara had re- 
sulted in a tentative offer of a room on the 
sixth floor. This would have been satisfac- 
tory, although it was isolated from the suites 
of the other masters. But he learhed by tel- 
ephone from Mr. von Nerta that the judges 
had refused to give up the apartment. 


Booth Declines “Tunnel.” 
„Room 778.“ declared Mr. Booth, “is an 
impossibility.

A St Petersburg dispatch announces that 
de Witte, president of the council of 
ministers, has resigned. If this be true, it 
ie the most ominous sign for the autocracy 

which has yet appeared. 

De Witte is. an acute politician. He is 

possessed with a mania for power. During 

the last three months he has consistently 
flirted, first with the liberals, then with the 

@utocracy, according as it seemed to him 

that the balance was inclining one way or 

the Other. Indeed, he has to some extent 
alienated the liberal leaders by his luke- 
wWwarmness towdrds their movement. If he 
shall now finally have abandoned the czar, 
it ie strong evidence that the most penetrat- 
ing Observer in the Muscovite empire be- 
lieves the day not far distant when the autoc- 
racy will be shorn of many of its preroga- 
tives.

the Finnish constitution might be respected, 

and during his term of administration con- 
sistently and successfully stood for peace. 

He was, as compared with the other 
officers of the czar, a progressive liberal. 
Pliehve, the reacfionary, intrigued for his re- 
moval, and succeeded. Thence followed de- 
moralization and corruption in all the gov- 
ermment services, the strong reactionary 
tendency under Plehve, the war, and the 
present crisis. 

It would seem that the last remaining 
chance for the autocracy is for the czar to 
eall Witte back and to invest him with 
plenary powers. But the czar, pulled hither 

and thither by imperial petticoats and im- 
perial uncles, has once more, according to 
the ‘dispatches, taken the wrong step by 
letting Witte go. 

If Witte is not killed—and he has been 
threatened by “the organization of com- 
bat —be will inevitably be a great figure in 
the Russian history of the coming few years. 
He is the master of the whole system of 
Russian government, and he keenly realizes 
its glaring defects. If the czar does not

| LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENGY 


Copyright: 1905: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


HILE King Leopold persists in deny- 
ing that there is any engagement 
between his daughter Clementine 
and Prince Victor Napoleon, yet he 
has now publicly admitted that the 

prince is a suitor for the hand of the princess, 
and that the latter is in love with the prince, 
This is printed in the Brussels Etolle Belge, 
which is the recognized organ of the court 
and of the king, and in the columns of which 
he is accustomed to make semi-official com- 
munications to his subjects. The denial and 
the admission of the existence of an affection 
between the prince and princess are printed 
in that portion of the newspaper devoted to 
the expression of the king s views and com- 
munications, and it winds up with the words: 
“We are authorised to add that the king is 
strongly opposed to the union, and we have 
reason to believe that her royal highness the 
princess would not wish to act contrary to 
the wishes of her father in the matter.” 

It must be confessed that, in this particular 
instance at any rate, King Leopold is acting 
sensibly, and that he is justified in his hos- 
tility to the projected matrimohial alliance. 
For Prince Victor Napoleon has been eccle- 
siastically married for years to a former bal- 
let dancer of the name*of Marie Biot, who 
at one moment enjoyed quite a vogue on the 
French and likewise on the Belgian stage. 
She is slightly older than the prince—that is 
to say, about 47 years of age—and is disposed 


te embonpoint. By her he Has a family ot 


several children. Neither she nor they oc- 
cupy his house in Avenue Louise at Brussels, 
but reside at an adjoining mansion, so that 
even the French noblemen who volunteer to 
act as his gentlemen in waiting do not come 
into contact with the ex-ballerina, ©. 

In Belgtum, as in France, parental consent 
is regarded as indispensable to the validity 
of a marriage, no matter what the age of the 
contracting parties. It i understood that 
the prince avails himself of the plea that he 
neglected to obtain his mother’s sanction to 
declare his marriage to the stout and no 
longer comely mother of bis children as null 
and void. For morganatic marriages are not 
recognized as such either by Belgian or 
French law, and either a marriage is a full 
fledged union, no matter What the difference 
of rank between the contracting parties, or 
else it ig no marriage at all. 

In Germany and Austria morganatic mer- 
riages are perfectly. legal in the eyes of the 
law. But their existence does not prevent the 
higher in rank of the two parties to the 
union from contracting a second marriage to 
a princess of his own caste during the life- 
time of his morganatic wife, and without hav- 
ing secured any legal dissolution of his mor- 
ganatic marriage to her. It is only fair to 
state that many years have elapsed since any 
sovereign or prince took advantage of this 
strange prerogative, and in most cases of 
morganatic marriages of the last quarter of 
a century the men contracting them have 
chosen to regard them as sufficiently bind- 
ing to stand in the way of any other matri- 
monial alliance. 

— 

Prince Victor Napoleon, by the bye, is in 
the line of succession to the throne of Eng- 
land through his father’s mother, who was a 
princess of the royal house of Wiirtemberg 
and a descendant of King George II. of Eng- 
land. Indeed, at the time of the accession to 
the crown of Queen Victoria there were only 
about half a dosen lives between Prince 
Victor Napoleon’s father, the late Prince 
Jerome Napoleon, and the English throne. 

— 

King Leopold cannot be blamed for object- 
ing to his daughter, Clementine, marrying a 
man with entanglements such as Prince 
Viotor's actress wife and her children. It is 
quite true that the king may be prompted by 
political considerations, and that he is afraid 
to offend France by permitting the union of 
his daughter to a prince who has been ban- 
ished by the French government, and who as 
a monarchical pretender is naturally com- 
mitted to an attempt to bring about the 
downfall of the republic. But the previous 
matrimonial venture of Prince Victor is quite 
sufficient in itself to give Leopold good 
grounds for his hostility to the. projected’ 
match. 

— 

Curiously enough, there is what may be 
described as an American end to the con- 
troversy. For should the marriage between 
Victor and Clementine not take place, and 
Victor as well as his younger brother, Louis, 
who is unmarried, die without male issue, 
other than the boys born to the tormer by 
Marie Biot, then Jerome Bonaparte of Wash- 
ington and his uncle, Charles Bonaparte of 
Baltimore, would remain the only legitimate 
members of that house of Bonaparte which 
has carved out so great a place for itself in 
the world’s history of the nineteenth century. 
For, whereas Prince Victor’s boys by Marie 
Biot are not legitimate in the eyes of French 
or Belgian law, since he neither asked nor 
claimed the consent of his mother, Princess 
Clothilde, who is still alive, to his marriage, 
there is no doubt whatsoever about the legiti- 
macy of the American Bonapartes. This, 
grea tly to the disgust of the late Prince Je- 
rome Napoleon, was recognized in 1858 or 
1859 by the French council of state at Paris 
on the appeal of the present American Je- 
rome Bonaparte’s father and grandfather, 
the son and grandson respectively of King 
Jerome Bonaparte of Westphalia by his first 
wife, Elizabeth Patterson of Baltimore. 

The council of state in its decree, while 
recognizing the legitimacy of the American 
Bonapartes on purely legal grounds, de- 
clared itself incompetent to invest them 
with the rights and prerogatives of princes 
of the imperial house of France, which the 
emperor alone had the power to confer, and 
these, in spite of his cordiality towards 
them, he never would consent to grant. 

Being thus legitimate, it has always seemed 
to me that young Jerome Bonaparte of 
Washington as the senior heir to his great- 
grandfather, King Jerome of Westphalia, 
was entitled to the latter's dukedom of 
Montfort, which was conferred upon him by 
the king of Wiirtemberg, with the consent 
of the great powers of Europe, after the 
loss of his kingdom of Westphalia and the 
downfall of the Napoleonic empire. 

Gen. Trepoff, the new governor general of 
St. Petersburg, is, like so many other dig- 
nitaries in the service of the czar, of German 
origin, the name which he now bears be- 
ing merely the Russian form of Trephoff.” 
Indeed, his father, the late Gen. Trepoff, 
whose attempted assassination by Vera Sus- 
solitch first attracted foreign attention to 
the nihilist movement, had retained the 
Lutheran faith of his family. He bore a 
most extraordinary resemblance to the late 
Emperor William, who was exceedingly 
fond of him, and overwhelmed him with hon- 
ors. Indeed, there are many who insist that 
the late general was really a natural son of 
old Emperor William, and that the new 
governor general of St. Petersburg therefore 
stands in the same relation to the old em- 
peror as the kaiser—namely: that of grand- 
son. 

Trepoff is a man whose career has been 
wonderfully brilliant. He had attained the 
rank of colonel before he was 28 years of 
age, and while at Kieff was the particular 
favorite of that grand old soldier, Drag- 
omiroff, then commander in chief there. He 
is a man of the highest personal integrity, 
with a keen sense of honor, official as weil 
as private, has charming manners, a quiet 
dignity in his bearing that is infinitely at- 
tractive, the sadness of his eyes contrasting 
strangely with the smile that is almost 
always on his lips. His daughter is the 
favorite maid of honor of the empress, and 
the emperor has the most absolute confidence 
in this man, who, while an able administra- 
tor, is above everything else a thorouga 
soldier. He bears a charmed life, which 
has been so frequently attempted in vain— 
no less than three times in a single fort- 
night—that he is regarded as impervious 
alike to steel, powder, and dynamite. He 
is terribly severe and strict, but while at 
Moscow showed himself the friend of the 
workingman, and incurred the enmity of 
every capitalist and employer of labor by 
compelling them to treat their men as hu- 
man beings and not as beasts of burden.

Mendelssohn Club Concert. 

When is the Mendelssohn club a guitar? 
When it sings Shepperd’s Serenade“ At 
least so it demonstrated at its concert, given 
last evening in Orchestra hall. The demon- 
stration came late in the evening—in fact, in 
next to the last number ofthe program. Up 
till that time the club had been all sorts of 
nice and proper things that it is fitting for 
a high grade miinnerchor to be, and it had 


after it had exhausted all the vocal posst- 
bilities that it could think of, there suddenly 
popped into its sixtyfold head the idea to. 
take a try at something in the instrumental 
line. It just tuned itself up and made one 
of the nicest guitars that any lovesick lover 
could care to have to pick an accom ent 
for his serenade, or that any lovesick lover's 
sweetheart could care to have picked be- 
neath her chamber window. 

The role of the lovesick lover was assumed 
last evening by Mr. Frank Collins. The 
sweetheart may have been in the audience, 
although her identity was not exactly de- 
termined. Mr. Collins sang, howver, in a 
fashion that led eavesdroppers to believe 
that she must be present. He didn’t try 
taking up his human guitar and picking it, 
hewever. It just picked itself. And what a 
fine pick it was! It beat any guitar ever 
heard before. Its tone was as sweet and 
true as could be, there was just a hint of the 
metallic twang that gives a first class guitar 
its character, and the performance was as 
exact, clean, and precise as though months 
of drdl had been spent on that one little 
accompaniment. 

As a guitar the Mendelssohns are a howling 
success. Anything in the instrumental line 
may now be expected from them. They long 
ago convinced that there is nothing in the 
vocal line they cannot do, and do in virtually 
faultless style—that is, anything that lies 
within the range of a male chorus. It's true, 
they haven't attempted the mad scene 
from “ Lucia” or the Flower Maidens’ 
Chorus from Parsifal yet, but it's not 
improbable that if they should take a fancy 
to spurt off into the realm of the demented 
or the botanical feminine they would come 


It is only to be hoped, however, that they 
will not let the success of last evening turn 


a guitar of themselves, But their admirers 
wouldn’t care to have them come forward 
as a steam calliope, a hurdy gurdy, ora brass 
band.

RUSSIA 


NOT YET IN DESPAIR 
IN SPITE OF RUMORS OF 


Spasme of Excitement Over Supposedly Mysterious Visits to the White Hou 
No Justification for Belief That Japan Is in Position to Dictate Terms. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 23.—[Special }— 
Two or three weeks ago Washington experi- 
enced a prodigious spasm of excitement, ac- 
companied by marked symptoms of fever, 
because the British ambassador paid a Sun- 
day evening visit at the White house. He 
took with him a young Englishman, former- 
ly attached to the British embassy here, but 
now stationed at one of the Huropean cap- 
itale, and these two spent an hour or so in 
conversation with the president. 

Aware of Mr. Roosevadlt’'s unconventional 

ways in the intervals of official ceremony, 
and knowing also that the young English- 
man in question, Mr. Spring-Rice, had for- 
merly been quite a chum of his, I ventured 
to assume that the meeting had no interna- 
tional significance whatsoever. Everybody 
in town now has the same view of the mat- 
ter. The president, weary of politics and 
anxious for the society of congenial spirits, 
had asked Sir Mortimer to drop in and bring 
Mr. Spring-Rice along with him. That was 
all. 

Now there is another eruption. Russia is 
secretly suing for peace. . France and Aus- 
tria are helping, and we are already fur- 
nished with a memorandum of the terms 
upon which Japan will consider the proposi- 
tion. The French ambassador, M. Jusse- 
rand, dropped in at the White house last 
Sunday night, and rumor has been hysteri- 
cally busy ever since. 


— 
Only a Homely Significance. 

Far be it from me to suggest an explanation 
so tame and commonplace as Mr. Roose- 
velt’s wish to talk over with the ambassador 
the then approaching presentation to con- 
gress by France of a replica of the famous 
D’ Angers bust of George Washington, which 
was destroyed by a fire in the capitol fifty- 
four years ago. 

The fact ts, nevertheless, that the presenta- 
tion had been fixed for Wednesday, the 22d 
of February, and that M. Jusserand was to 
deliver the address on the occasion. It is 
quite conceivable, also, that Mr. Roosevelt 
took a deep interest in the affair, and, as he 
was to be in Philadelphia on the appointed 
day, wished to have a chat with the French 
ambassador about it. | 

I understand, of course, that in these days 
ot sudden alarms and multiplying sensations 
it is an ungrateful task to intimate that any 
event may have a homely everyday signifi- 
cance. Perish the thought, therefore, that 
the conference last Sunday evening could 
have related to anything less dramatic than 
peace negotiations between Russia and 
Japan. 

Russia Not Tet 

Certainly, if even a fraction of the so- 
called: news we get from London, Tokio, 
Rome, Paris, and St. Petersburg be true, Rus- 
sia is on her last legs and ought to be ready 
to snap at the slightest overture of peace.

Wunam Osler started trouble yesterday 
‘when he said: “ Nothing materia) is ac- 
complished in the world by men who have 
passed the age of 40 years, and after 60 
years a man is useless and should be chlo- 
roformed.”’ 

Dr. Osler's own record at Johns Hopkins 
shows a great part of his fame has been ac- 
quired since he passed his fortieth year. 
He was just that age when he was called to 
Johns Hopkins in 1889, and during the last 
twelve years he has published most of the 
books and accomplished much of the work 
which have made his reputation world wide 
in his particular line of medical science. 


Glad Lie Is Still Alive. 

Dr. Gildersleeve, the Greek and Latin 
scholar of Johns Hopkins, said today: “I 
am 73 years oid, and I am glad nobody 
thought to chloroform me thirteen years 
ago. I believe the answer to the question 
as to when it's time to stop depends upon 
the age of the man who gives it.

Since the 
trust came into existence and extended its 
operations these warehouses have been shut 
up and their owners have been driven out of 
business. When the tobacco was sold by 
ordinary commission merchants the plant- 
ers received from 1 to 2 cents a pound

Anti-Cigaret Bill Bribery Scandal. | 


Doorkeeper of Indiana House 
Says Others Received En- 
velopes Like Baker's, 


THEY OPPOSE THE BILL. 


Prosecuting Attorney Says It Is 
Up to Grand Jury—Briber — 
Is Gone. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 23.—{ Special. The 
legislative committee investigating the 
methods of the tobacco trust to defeat the 
anti-cigaret bill struck a sensational lead 
today. James Hamilton, doorkeeper of the 
house, said that he had known Oscar A. 
Baker several years and that Baker came to 
him on several occasions and asked him to 
dend letters to members of the house. He 
received the envelopes from Baker and sent 
them to designated members by pages and 
knew that they were delivered.

the bill. He said the envelopes were similar 
to one shown by Representative Baker yes- 
terday morning in the house. 


Following Hamilton's testimony, 
representatives were called, and some of 
them testified that they had received letters 
from O. C. Baker, but they had not contained 
money. Others testified that Baker had ap- 
proached them, some with hints and others 
with open propositions to buy their inftu- 
ence for the tobacco trust, but all denied they 
had accepted bribes. *

“In order to protect themselves against 
the operations of the trust the farmers organ- 
ized what they called the Burley Tobacco 
association.

After the farmers organized the 
officers of their association went to New 
York to get money. They received assur- 
ances. that $10,000,000 would be loaned on 
condition that the growers should raise 6800. 
000 themselves and secure contro! of at least

“Representatives of the farmers came back 
to the plug tobacoc section, ralsed $500,000 and 
secured control of 80 per cent of the entire 
crop, which in itp unmanufactured state was 
worth about $20,000000. Meanwhile the 
trust had been exerting in New York its 
great financial influence in conducting its 
operations exactly as the Standard Oil com- 
pany does. When representatives of the 
farmers went back to New York they could 
not get a cent, although their crop as it stood 
was worth twice the $10,000,000 which had 
been promised them. 


Growers at Mercy of Trust. 

“ As a result the tobacco growers, in spite 
of their association, were unable to manu- 
facture their product, and they are today 
at the mercy of the trust. They will be forced 
to sell their tobacco to the great corporation 
at 5 or 6 cents a pound. There are no other 
buyers, no commission men, no warehovées 
except those controlled by the trust, and the 
farmers are compelled to seil their product 
to the trust or let it rot.
